Iad we retreated when we bhad captured
Belmont, we should have gained a splendid
victory; but being so clated with success, we
ot a little careless, and before we were aware
of it, reinforcements were sent over from Col-
umbus, in numbers, which
flanked our little army, and it was obliged to
retreat to the boats as fast as possible, under a
terrible fire from the enemy. It was here
that the gun boats did such admirable execu-
tion, in covering the retreat of our fleet.

The rebel cavalry pursued us along the banks
of the river, doing us great damage until with-
in reach of our gun boats; which scattered them
like chaft with grape and canister.

The rebels have better guns than we, but
not as well served; they shoot over, invanably+
They have better arms than  we have, and are
well disciplined, and they will fight.
